Admlmloa  of  Arkansas. 


Washixgtok,  April  27.~T''J  bill  intro 
duced  in  the  House  to  admit  the  State  ol 
Arkans.i8  to  representation  to  Congress,  is 
similar  to  that  reported  in  March  by  Mr. 
Fransworth.  It  declared  Arkansas  to  have 
framed  and  adopted  a  State  government 
which  is  republican  in  form.  It  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  when  the  Legisla 
ture  of  the  State  shall  have  duly  ratified  the 
1 4th  article  proposed  as  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  on 
condition  that  the  Slate  Constitution  shall 
never  be  amended  or  changed  so  as  to  de 
prive  any  citizen  or  class  of  citizens  of  the 
right  to  vote  who  are  entitled  to  vote  by  the 
Constitution  herein  recognized,  or  so  amends 
ed  or  changed  as  to  allow  any  person  to  vote 
who  is  excluded  from  office  by  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  1  Ith  article  of  the  amendment  to 
the  Constitution,  until  the  disabilities  propos 
ed  by  said  section  shall  have  been  removed 
in  the  manner  therein    provided.

Sec  3.  The  government  of  the  Uni- 
versity shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of 
nine  Regents,  of  whom  the  Governor 
of  the  State  and  the  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instretion  shall  bo  ex- 
#>fli.io  member.>»,  and  the  seven  remain- 
in^  memberd  thereof  shall  be  appointed 
by'thc  Governor,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  ot  the  Senate. 

Whenever  a  vacancy  therein  occurs 
for  any  cause,  the  same  shall  be  filled  \ 
for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same 
manner.'  Of  the  Regents  thus  ai>point- ; 
cd  two  shall  be  commissioned,  and 
hold  their  oflSces  for  one  year,  and 
two  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three 
years. 

Their  successors  shall  be  ap|X)intea 
in  lika  inanner,and  shall  hold  their  office 
for  the  full  term  of  three  years  from 
the  first  Wednesday  of  March  succeed- 
in'»  their  appointments,  and  until  their 
successors  aro  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. 

Sec  4.  The  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity shall  constitute  a  botly  corjiorate 
under  the  name  and  stylo  of  "Univer- 
sity of  Minnesota;"  and  by  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  aud  be 
contracted  with;  make  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 
A  majority  of  their  number  shall  con- 
stitute a  quornm  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  a  less  number  may  ad- 
journ from  time  to  time.

AN  ACT  to  reorganize  and  provide  for 
the  <'overniueut  and  regulation  ol' 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  and  to 
estiblish  an  Agricultural  College 
therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lcgtslatxtre  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota : 
[continued  from  last  week.] 

Skc  5.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall 
elect  from  th«  members  of  the  Board  a 
President  of  the  board,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  respec- 
tive offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board,  and  the  President  and  Treas- 
urer each  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  shall  execute  a  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  at  least  two  sufficient  surities 
to  the  State  ot  Minnesota,  to  be  ap 
proved  by  the  Governor,  conditioned 
tor  the  faithful  and  hone>^t  perform- 
unce  of  the  duiies  of  his  office  accord- 
ing to  law.  Which  bonds,  when  so 
approved  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
'  the  Secretary  of  Siate. 

Slc  G.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall 
have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  enact  by-laws  for  the  government 
of  the  University  ot  Minnesota  in  all 
its  departments,  to  elect  a  President 
of  the  University,  and  the  requisite 
number  of  professorSjinstruetors, officers 
and  employee.-',  and  to  fix  their  sala 
rie.«5,  also  the  terra  of  office  of  each, and 
to  determine  the  moral  and  educational 
qualificatious  of  applicants  for  admis- 
sion, and  tlie  department  of  prufe.'*sorp, 
iostructors  and  other  officers,  and  a>- 
si-itants  of  the  University  and  in  pre- 
scribing tbo  studies  and  exercises 
thereof,  and  in  all  the  managonient  and 
government  th«ireot,  no  partiality  or 
preference  shall  be  shown  to  one  sect 
or  relij^ious  denomination  over  another 
nor  shall  anything  sectarian  bo  taught 
therein;  and  the  IJoard  of  regents  shall 
have  power  to  regulate  the  cou.ces  of 
in.<»truetion,  and  prescribe  the  books  and 
authorities  to  be  used,  and  also  to  con- 
fer such  degrees  and  gr:mt.-»uch  diplo- 
mas as  are  usual  in  Universities,  in 
their  drscretion.  It  shall  hv  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  to  record  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board,  .nd  carelully 
preserve  all  its  books  and  papers,  and 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  hti  f\u\\  lake  and  prescribe  an 
oath  to  perform  h'8  duties  honestly  and 
faithfully  as  such  offl<;er.  It  shall  be 
duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  an  exact 
and  faithful  account  of  all  moneys, 
billa'reeeiveable  and  evidences  of  in- 
debteduess  and  all  securities  and  prop- 
erty, received  or  paid  out  by  him,  and 
before  enteiin^  upon  his  duties  he  shall 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he 
will  well  and  faithfully  perform  the  du- 
ties of  treasurer  thereof.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Prenident  to  preside  at 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Board;  and  in 
caseof  his  mability  to  preside,  the 
Board  may  appoint  a  President  pro 
tempore. 

In  addition  to  all  the  riglits 
immunities,  franchises  and  endowments 
hereafter  granted  or  conferred  to  or 
uponiho  University  of  Minnesota  for 
the  endowment,  support  and  mainte- 
nance thereof,  ihere  sliall  be  and  is 
hereby  .inviolably  appropriated  and 
placed  at  the  disposal  of

and  object  of  which  shall  be  designated 
by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  Board  of  R«gents 
shall  succeed  to  and  have  the  control  of 
the  books,  records,  building,  and  all 
other  property  of  the  University ;  and 
the  present  Board  of  Regents  slull  be 
dissolved  immediately  upon  the  orpniz- 
ation  of  the  Board  herein  provided  for  ; 
Provided  that  all  contracts  made  ard  at 
that  time  binding  upon  the  Board  then 
dissolved  shall  he  assumed  and  disdiarg- 
ed  by  their  successors  in  office. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  herein  provided  for,  to 
to  make  arrangements  for  securing  suit- 
able lands,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  Con- 
gress above  mentioned,  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  University,  for  an  experimental  farm; 
and  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  to 
make  such  improvements  thereon  as  will 
render  the  same  availal^^e  for  experimen- 
tal purposes  in  connection  with  the 
course  in  the  Agricultural  College  ;  and 
for  such  purpose  the  Board  of  Regents 
is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  a  sum 
not  exceeding  the  amount  specified  by 
the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid. 

Sec,  13.  On  or  bef«  re  the  seconi 
Tuesday  of  December,  in  each  and  ever

An  hour 
spent  among  the  letters  in  my  office  from 
our  own  and  foreign  countries  will  .satis- 
fy any  intelligent  man  of  the  above,  and 
and  lead  him  to  appreciate  those  Sena- 
tors and  members  who  tried  last  winter 
to  get  the  State  to  help  herself.

Senate. — Nfr.  Nelson concludt^l  fii.-tepoech 
yesterday.  Alluding  briefly  to  the  high  com- 
mendation of  the  President  written  by  Mr. 
Stanton  in  lSf!5,  and  the  strangeness  of  the 
fact  that  the  President  is  only  now  impcachN 
ed  for  offenses  against  the  defunct  thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  Mr.  Nelson  proceeded,  to 
consider  the  articles  of  impeachment  sepa- 
rately. He  held,  in  the  fiM  place,  that 
there  was  a  distinction  made  by  both  com- 
mon and  statute  law  between  a  crime  and  an 
attempt  to  commit  a  crime  j  and  as  the 
civil  tenure  bill  relates  only  to  actual  remo- 
vals from  office,  and  the  President  made 
none,  the  charges  made  in  most  of  the  ar- 
ticles fail.  But  aside  from  this  objection, 
which  though  technical,  should  gtill,  he 
claimed,  have  weight,  he  would  maintain 
these  propositions,  viz  :  That  the  tenure  of 
office  law  is  void  ;  that  if  it  is  not,  Stanton's 
case  is  not  covered  by  it ;  and  that  even  if  it 
is  legal  and  applicable,  the  President  in  not 
guilty  of  a  crime  because  he  acted  from 
laudable  motives.  He  quoted  at  great  length 
from  debates  on  the  formation  of  the  con- 
stitution, and  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1789, 
aud  from  legal  authorities,  to  show  that  the 
question  of  the  President's  power  of  removal 
was  definitely  settled  by  Congress  at  that 
time,  and  claimed  therefore  that  he  had 
grounds  for  honestly  forming  the  opinion  on 
which  he  acted  from  tbe  cotsiitutional  re- 
quirements t'aat  the  Attoney  General  is  tp 
furnish  the  President  with  opinions  in  wri- 
ting, and  the  fact  that  such  opinions  are  col- 
lected and  bound  by  authority  of  Congress. 
Mr.  Nelson  argued  that  thev  have  a  quasi 
authoritative  character  for  the  President's 
action. 

He  next  considered  the  position  that  Con- 
gress has  by  implication  superior  power  to 
the  executive,  and  maintained  that  no  greater 
powers  were  granted  in  that  way  to  the  legis- 
lative than  the  executive  branches  of  the 
goveruireut. 

Mr.  Nelson  continued  the  citation  of  au- 
thorities in  support  of  the  President's  views' 
on  the  question  of  iiio  power  of  removal,  and 
proceeded  to  argue  that  the  President  had 
the  same  power  to  ooustrue  acts  of  Congre'^s 
as  Congress  itself,  again  supporting  his  views 
by  numerous  quotations. 

Passing  to  the  consideration  of  the  second 
and  third  articles,  he  adppted  the  statement 
in  the  President's  answer  as  sufficient  answer 
to  them. 

With  regard  to  the  fourth  article,  which 
charges  conspiracy  to  obtain  possession  of 
the  War  Office  by  intimidation  and  threats, 
he  claimed  that  it  was  Covered  by  the  act  of 
18G1,  which  it  is  claimed  was  violated. 

The  fifth  article  alleging  intended  employ- 
ment of  force  he  held  was  not  supported  by 
the  testimony. 

The  sixth  article,  in  violation  of  the 
tenure-of  office  law  is  also  alleged,  he  consid- 
ered that  he  had  disposed  of  by  the  argument 
on  the  constitutionality  of  that  law. 

The  seventh  article  was  passed  over  with 
denials  that  the  President's  oath  of  office  was 
violated. 

The  offense  charged  in  the  eighth  article 
he  met  by  the  argument  that  the  allegation 
of  an  endeavor  to  obtain  possession  of  the 
moneys  in  the  War  Department,  even  if 
made,  was  not  in  violation  of  the  tenure  law, 
as  stated.

The  Chief  Justice  directed  that  the  argu  • 
ment  proceed,  and  at  12  .-30  Mr.  Steyena 
mounted  the  Clerk's  desk  and  re«d  his  arg«- 
ments  in  a  pretty  firm  voice  from  printfed 
slips.  After  about  ten  minutes  he  took  » 
chair  aad  read  sitting.  At  five  minutes  be- 
fore one  his  voice  showed  signs  of  weakness, 
amd  General  Butler  read  the  -remainder  of

Mr.  Stevens  said  he  should  discuss  .batji 
singlfe  arlicle,  the  one  that  was  finally  adopted 
upon  his  earnest  solicitation,  find  which.  If 
proved,  he  considered  as  quite  sufficient  for 
the  conviction  of  the  disfuigujshed  respond- 
ent. He  desired  to  discuss  the  charges,  in  no 
mean  spirit  of  vituperation,  bnt  to  argtie  in 
a  manner  worthy  .of. the  high  tribunal  .befi:>xe 
which  he  appeared,  and  of  the  exalted  posi- 
tion of  the*  ccused.  The  tria^l  of  the  chief 
magistrate  of  the  nation,  which  was  intensely 
interesting  to  millions  of  men,  conid  not  be 
belittled  and  reduced  to  mockery,  '^^^len 
Andrew  Johnson  took  upon  himBeH'tbe  duties 
of  bis  office  he  swore  to  take  care  that  tbe 
laws  be  faithfully  carried  out.  The  duties  of 
legislation  and  the  adjusting  of  laws  fall  in 
no  way  to  his  lot;  To  obey  the  command  of 
the  sovereign  power  of  the  nation,  and  see 
that  others  obeyed  these,  was  his  whole  duty. 
Hia  attempt  to  escape  that  duty  will  be  sus- 
picion of  peijury. 

Mr.  Steveos  said :  I  accuse  him  in  the 
name  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
having  perpetrated  that  foul  offense.  Mr. 
Stevens  then  reviewed  the  question  of  the 
Secretaryship  of  War,  and  charged  that  tbe 
President  bid  plainly  and  willfully  riolated 
a  law  whiclhe  had  sworn  to  see  faithftrtly 
executed.  Mr.  Stevens  ridiculed  the  idea 
set  up  bj  the  respondent,  that  the  case  did 
not  come  under  the  Tenure-of-Offiice  law, 
because  fctanton  was  appointed  by  Lincoln. 
He  claim»d  that  by  the  Constitution  the  Vice 
President,  when  called  to  the  Presidency, 
was  not  serving  out  a  new  term  of  his  own, 
but  seryinit  an  unexpired  term  of  his  prede- 
cessor. Hr.  Stevens  said  the  President  as- 
serted that  be  did  not  remove  Secretary 
Stanton  under  the  Tenure-of-Office  law. 
This  wa&  a  direct  contradiction  of  his  own 
letter  to  die  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

relating  to  Common  Schools. 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Leyislature  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota  : 
Section  1.     That   section  ten,  (10) 
of  said  chapter  thirty-six,  (36)  of  Gen-  : 
eral  Statutes  be  amended  so  as  to  read  , 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  10.    The  director,  treasurer,  and  ! 
clerk  of  each  district  shall   constitute  a  , 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  in  that  capacity  | 
liave  the  general  charge  of  the  interests  I 
of  schools  and  school  houses  in  their  dis- 
trict :  shall  lease  or  purchase  in  the  cor- 
porate name  of  the  district,  a  site  for  a 
school  house,  designated  by  a   majority 
of  the  legal  voters  of  the  district  ;  shall 
build,  hire  or  purchase  a  suitable  school 
house  out  of  the  funds  provided  for  that^ 
purpose  ;  and  when   directed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  voters  at  any  legal 
meeting  of  the   district,  may  .sell  or  ex- 
change any   sufh  site  or  school  house  ; 
and  i"t  shall  be  the  duty  of  .said  Board  of 
Trustees,  when  such  school  district  shall 
liave  determined  by  a  majority   of  riuali- 
fied  voters  at  any  legal  meeting  thereof, 
to  open  more  than  one  school,  to  grade 
said  schools  so  determined  to  be  opened, 
Hssigning  to  each  school  its  proper  grade 
of  scholars. 

Sec  2.     That  section   twenty,   (20) 
of  chapter  thirty-six,  (36)  of  the  Gcner- 
al  Statutes  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  , 
follows  : 

Sec.  20.  The  clerk  .^hall  draw  or- 
ders on  the  treasurer  of  the  district,  for 
the  payment  of  the  teacher,  or  for  any 
lawful  purpo.se,  and  when  such  orders 
are  attested  by  the  director,  they  shall 
bcjtaid  by  the  trea.surer. 

Each  order  shall  be  dated  and  num- 
bered, state  the  services  or  consideration 
for  which  it  is  drawn  and  the  person  ren- 1 
dering  such  service,  and  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

The  clerk  shall  procure  from  the  coun- 
tv  auditor,    and  furnish  each  teacher,   a 
register  for  his   school,    which  register 
shall  be  deposited  by  the    teacher  with 
the  clerk   at   the  end  of  each  term   and  _ 
])ofore  any  numcy  shall  be  paid,  or  order  j 
drawn  for  .services  as  teacher.     lie  shall  [ 
also  procure  from    the   Auditor,    record 
books  and  blanks  for  the  use  of  the  Clerk  ; 
and  Treasurer  of  the  district,  containing; 
BUch  forms  and  instructions  as  may  be  ' 
prescrided    by    the    Superintendent   ofj 
Public  Instnution.  ' 

The  County    Auditor  of  each  county 
shall  procure  and  furnish  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  School  District,  in  his  county,  such 
registers,  record  books  and  blanks,  the 
expense   of  which   shall   be  paid  by  the 
County  Treasurer,  out  of  the  funds  aris- 1 
ing  from  the  two  and  one-half  mill  school-  ' 
tax.  to  he  paid   on  the   warrant   of  the  i 
County  Auditor. 

Sec.  3.    That  .=ection  twenty-onc(20 
of  said  chapter  thirty-six  (36)  be  amen-  { 
ded  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Skc.  21.     The  Clerk   of  the   district ! 
shall  furnish  to  the  County  Auditor  on  or  i 
before  the  fift-eenth  (^loth)  of  September,  j 
in  each  year,  an  attested  copy  of  his  rec- 
ord, stating  the  amount  of  money  voted  ^ 
to  be  raised  by   the  district   for  school 
purposes  at  any  annual  or  special  meet- ; 
mg ;  also  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  per- 
6ons  and  corporations  liable   to  pay  a 
school  tax  iu  his  district. 

Stc.  4.     This  act  shall  take  affect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  paswge.

have  been  pronounced  by  said  court  ca- 
pable of  exercising  the  rights  of  citizenship 
within  this  State. 

Sec  2.  This  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  of  the 
several  districts  of  this  State,  for  their 
approval  or  rejection  at  the  next  general 
election  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  (1808)  and  each  of  the 
legal  voters  of  the  State,  in  their  respec- 
tive districts,  may  at  Huch  election  vote 
by  ballot  for  or  against  such  amendment, 
and  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made 
and  certified,  and  such  votes  canvassed, 
and  the  result  thereof  declared  in  the 
manner  j)rovided  by  law  for  returning, 
certifying  and  c'R.nvassing  votes  at  "gen- 
eral elcetious  for  State  officers,"  and  de- 
claring the  result  thereof;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  therefrom  that  a  majority  of  vo- 
ters present  and  voting  at  such  election 
upon  said  amendment  have  voted  in  favor 
of  the  same,  then  within  three  days  after 
that  result  shall  liave  been  ascertained 
and  declared,  the  (Governor  shall  make 
prochtniation  thereof,  and  such  amend- 
ment shall  thereup  'u  take  effect  aiid  bo 
in  force  as  a  part  of  the  Constituti«  n. 

Skc  3.  The  voters  voting  in  favor 
of  such  amendment  at  sjid  ck^ction. 
shall  have  wVitten  or  printed  or  partly 
written  and  partly  printed  upon  their 
•Tcneral  ballots  used  at  said  election 
Uie  follow  iag  words,  "Atnendment  to 
section  one,  ariicle  seveu,  oi  tho  Con- 
stitu:ion,  Yes."

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  thirteen(  13) 
of  the  General  Statutes  of  Minnesota, 
relating  to  Roads,  Cartways  and 
Bridges. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  LegUlature  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota  : 

Section  1.  That  section  (13)  of 
said  chapter  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  : 

Boad  overseers  have  power,  jmd  it  is 
hereby  made  their  duty,  whenever  any 
public  highway  becomes  obstructed  or 
unsafe  from  any  cause  whatever,  to  call 
upon  any  or  all  persons  liable  to  poll  tax 
in  his  district  to  come  with  such  tnohr  or 
teams  as  the  overseer  may  direct,  ^nd 
work  upon  such  highwaj'  iu  removing  ob- j 
struct  ions,  or  repairing  dangerous  places;  | 
and  for  all  such  labor,  performed  under 
the  direction  of  the  road  overseer,  by  any 
person,  in  excess  of  the  road  tax  assessed 
against  him  for  the  year,  the  road  over- 
seer shall  give  a  receipt  stating  the  value 
of  such  labor,  and  said  receipt  shall  be 
received  in  payment  of  any  road  tax  due 
from  any  person  to  said  district  in  that 
or  any  succeeding  year,  and  any  road 
overseer  who  fails  to  perform  his  duty 
as  required  by  law  shall  be  subject  to 
prosecution  therefor  by  the  supervisors 
of  this  town,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  liable  to  a  tine  of  not  less  than 
five  dollies  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
and  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  ju- 
risdiction upon  complaint  made  on  oath 
to  hear  and  determine  all  causes  ari.>^ing 
under  this  section. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  »>3  of  said 
chapter  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as 
follows  : 

Every  road  located  by  town  authority 
is  a  town  road,  and  the  sujiervisors  of 
the  town  may  change  or  vacate  any  such 
road,  or  lay  out  any  new  road  when  pe- 
titioned for  by  any  number  of  freehold- 
ers not  less  than  six  residing  within  one 
mile  of  the  road  so  to  be  changed,  va- 
cated, or  laid  out,  or  when  petitioned  for 
by  any  numbar  of  freeholders  not  less 
than  twe  ve  residing  in  said  town,  the 
petition  shall  set  forth  in  writing  a  des- 
cription of  the  road  and  what  part  there- 
of is  to  be  changed,  or  vacated,  and  if 
for  a  new  road  the  names  of  the  owners 
of  thc  lands,  if  known,  over  which  the 
road  is  to  pass,  the  pttint  at  whicii  it  is 
to  commence  its  general  cours^e,  and  the 
point  near  which  it  is  to  terminate. 

Providetl  that  the  said  supervisors 
shall  not  have  power  to  vacate  or  change 
any  State  or  county  road,  nor  shall  they 
vacate  any  portion  of  any  mail  route,  or 
change  the  same  in  any  manner  so  as  to 
increase  the  distance,  and  when  any 
change  is  made  in  any  mail  route  thc 
sujicrvisors  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
imnicdiatcly  opened  and  made  passable. 

Provided,  that  State  and  county  roads 
not  opened  within  five  years  from  the 
time  they  are  laid  out,  may  be  vacated 
the  same  as  town  roads. 

Sjbc.  3.  That  section  06  of  wid  clmp- 
ter  be  amended  so  as  to  rea<l  as  follows: 

Section  GO.  Every  road  located  by 
State  or  county  authority  is  a  county 
road,  and  shall  only  be  changed  or  va- 
cated by  an  order  of  thc  county  commis- 
sioners, as  provided  frir  in  section  33  of 
said  chapter  as  amended  by  this  act. 

All  damages  claimed  in  the  location  of 
anyState  road  through  any  of  the  organ- 
ized counties  of  this  State  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  tlie  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
the  .«ame  as  in  the  location  of  a  county 
road,  and  the  organized  counties  through 
which  any  State  r«jud  is  located  shall  be 
liable  for  such  damages. 

Sec.  4.  That  Section  67  of  said 
chapter  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  67.  The  county  commission- 
ers have  a  general  supervision  of  county 
roads,  and  have  power  to  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  from  the  county 
treasury  as  they  think  advi.«able  for 
opening,  vacating,  re-surveying  or  other- 
wise improving  such  roads,  not  exceeding 
in  any  one  year,  the  sum  or  ratio  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  each  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  of 
real  estate  in  such  county. 

Provided,  that  additional  sums  may 
be  appropriated,  but  .shall  not  be  expen- 
ded except  upon  ratification  thereof  by  a 
vote  of  the  people,  to  as.sist  in  building 
bridges  and  in  opening  anrl  repairing  j 
county  roads,  to  be  expended  under  their  i 
direction.  j 

Provided    further,    that    th»    towns 
through  which  any  county  road  may  pa.'^s,  I 
shall  keep  such  road  in  repair,  the  same 
as  other  roads  in  their  towns.  I 

Skc.  5.     This  act  shall  take  cfffect  and  '■
